appeared, like Banquo at the banquet. 
Ke could scatter. tne hosts of Lurope 


} and alter his kingdoms, but he was

‘They were a 
diseased comipany—a pathological mu 
Was marat’s view of lite talut- 
eu by his loatasome skin disease, 
for which he was taking hot bathe 
wien Charlotte Corday cut him oll? 
W.. the incorruptible but 
Robespierre the victim of his own liv- 
er? Wus Couthon’s heart embittered 
by.his disiigured limbs? 

“These are the problems where 
medicine infringes upon history and 
these are the jllustrations of the philo- 
sophy which’ 1s eos open tothe 
medical thinker. ow many 
pedics ‘most impo sant historica 
velopments appear to depend | upon 
smail physical causes? There is, for 
example, the case of the revocation of 
the Edict of Nantes. By this measure 
the whole history of France has been 
profoundly modified, because by that 
action there were driven forth the 
Huguenots. 

“Now, how came Louis XIV., who 
had always ‘held out upon this point, 
to give way at last to the pressure 01

VI.— Hygiene of the Skin 
and Its Appendages

HE skin is one of the most im. | 
portant organs of the body. 
This may seem an extraor 
dinury statement to some who | 
look upon the skin aMerely as a pro 
tective covering for Muscle, bone and 
other underlying stractures, 

it is a fact, however, that the skin | 
is a vital organ and that paralysis of 
its functions would result in death. } 

One of the most important functions 
of the skin ix to regulate the body 
heat. This it dues largely through the | 
evaporation of water brought to the | 
surface by the sweat glands. It has | 
been estimated that there are abdut 
2.000.000 of these glands in the skin | 
of the average individual and thut 
they daily pour out from one tu three | 
pints of water containing salts and 
waste products. 

In very warm weather this loss is 
quite apparent, but in ordinary weath 
er we ure not conscious of it, and it | 
is termed insensible perspiration | 

When the air contains a great deal | 
of moisture and the weather man re 
ports excessive humidity, the evapora 
tion of moisture from the skin is re- | 
tarded and great discomfort results 
The reverse condition obtains, of | 
course, when the air is dry. 

Understanding the functions of the 
skin, we can readily comprehend whit | 
grave injury to other organs may re- 
sult if these functions are suspended 
., When the weather becomes suddeniy 
€old the blood vessels of the skin con- 
tract, and a greater burden is thrown 
upon the kidneys, which at once be- 
come more active, if they are able to | 
respond. When the skin is not in a 
healthy condition its beat regulating 
and waste excreting functions are 
chronically disturbed, with the result 
that other organs must bear the bur- 
den. This :means that the bodily re- 
sistance to disease is lessened. 


Structure of the Skin. | 

The skin is composed of two layers— | 
the epidermis, or what is termed the 
“scarf skin.” and the derma. or “true 
skin.” The epidermis is compused of 
several layers of epithelial cells, which 
act as a protective coating for the 
derma. The derma contains the sebna- | 
ceous or oil. glands, the sweat glands, 
roots of the hair, blood vessels, fut. 
nerves, etc. 

The cells of the epidermis are con 
stantly drying up and are removed by | 
bathing and the friction of the clothes 

To maintain a healthy action of the 
skin the daily bath is important. Mil- 
lions of people seem to get along fair- 
ly well without bathing, but millions 
of people have died before their time 
in consequence of neglecting such hy- 
gienic measures as are now known to 
promote good health and resistance to 
disease. | 

A daily cold bath should be taken 
by all who can react from the shock 
without feeling “shivery” and chilled 

For the more delicate a daily tepid 
bath. with light sponging or spraying 
of neck and chest with cool water, will | 
assist in maintaining a proper tone to | 
the circulation of the skin and fortify 
against colds, bronchitis, pneumunia | 
and tuberculosis. | 


Importance of Cleansing Scalp. | 

A great deal of time and money are | 
wasted in trying to make hair grow in | 
poor soil. It is a curious but -illumi-, 
nating fact that it it is quite as diffi. | 
cult to destroy superfluous hair as it | 
is to induce bair to grow where it is | 
desired. ‘These facts are readily ac- | 
counted fer when we consider that the 
papillae, upon which the growth of 
hair depends, are located deeply in the 
layers of the true skin, where neither 
hair’ tonics nor hair destroyers can 
reach them. ~ 

It is true of the scalp as of all other 
parts of the body that it is easier to | 
prevent disease than to cure it. Pre- | 
vention of dandruff, which is the usual | 
eause of baldness, is not ordinarily a 
difficult matter. Sometimes this con- 
dition as well as falling of the hair is 
due to a debilitated nervous system, 
which must first be treated before lo- | 
cal measures are of much avail. The 
average individual, however, can pre- 
vent dandruff and resultant baldness 
by keeping the scalp clean. 

The scalp is prone to collect dirt, 
dust and germs. Dandruff is thought 
by some to be due to a germ, but this 
is all the greater reason for frequently 
cleansing the scalp. 


Shampooing and Scalp Massage. 

A mistaken idea exists that the hair 
is injured by frequent washing. As a 
rule, both sealp and hair are benefited 
thereby provided they are carefully 
dried. Negiect to dry the hair leads 
to decomposition at the roots and im- 
pairment of its vigor. In the summer 
time exposure to the sunlight will as- 
sist in thorough drying. In the win- 
ter time hot towels should be used 

Medicated soaps are oot of much 
value. Any pure soap will answer. 
Tincture of green soap is an excellent | 
preparation. ‘There is no danger of | 
undue loss of oi] from the hair, as the 
oil giands in the skin quickly replace 
what is washed away. In fact, by | 
cleafing away the dead celis and 
cleansing the orifices of the glands the 
oil supply may be increased. In old 
@ases of dundruff the fad should

shampooed several times a week nntfl 
the scalp is restored to a healthier 
condition, and then twice a month will 
nsnally suttice. : 

The hair should be briskly brushed 
twice a day. This will cleanse it and 
promote a healthy circulation. The | 
scalp should. also be kneaded and mas 
saged with the finger tips, ‘slightly 
pinched and pulled away from the un | 
deriyiug skull. This is especially nec | 
essary where the bair lacks vigor and 
the scalp is tightly bound to the skull. 
It is a question whetber electric mas- 
sage, vibration massage, etc., have any 
advantages over ordinary methods. Vi- 
bration massage in particular should 
be used with caution 

In some causes dandruff is so exces. | 
sive as to constitute an active disease, 
accompanied by inflammation. lu such 
cuses medical attention is necessary, 
and experiments should pot be made. 

The scalp, like other portions of the 
body, can be kept in a healthy condi- 
tion by proper attention to bathing, 
sleep, exercise, diet, ete.. and all these 
things should be tried in preference 
tu soaking one’s bead with bigh priced, 
highly perfumed stuff out of fancy bot- 
tles \ 

Anything that improves the nutrition 
of the sealp tends to prevent gray hair. 
Mang theories have been advanced as 
to the cause of gray hair, but po cure 
bas yet been discovered. Black hair 
dyes may contain lend and cause se- 
rious poisoning. Great caution should 
be exercised in using dyes. 


Care of the Complexion.

Coustipation in young 
children is very apt to develop through 
inattention and neglect. Regular hab- 
its should be established and proper 
diet enforced. Greasy fried fouds, pun- 
cakes, hot breads, oatmeal, candy, ice 
cream soda, should all be avoided. 

The habit of thoroughly chewing the 
food should also be early taught 
Children are prone to bolt their food, 
especially soft foods like cereals, 
potatoes and other vegetables, which 
should remain ip the mouth long 
enough for partia! digestion.

| Institution how a dictionary is made. 
He described hig dilemma when he 
first became editor of the “Oxford 
English Dictionary” thirty-one years 


| ago. 

| “I. was second master at Mill Hill 

School,” said: Sir James, ‘when I 

| found myself editor of the dictionary. 
Quotations to illustrate the meanings 

| of words arrived in millions. In weight | 

| they went to tons. : 

“They came in boxes and hampers, 

|

baskets and bales. Dr. Furnivall’s 
house had already been encumbered 
| with quotations. They filled his pas- | 
| sages, his stair, and his landings. 

“At this time three millions of 
quotations had been collected for the 
| purpose of making the Oxford English | 
| Dictionary. I had to make journeys ' 
j all over the country to get them. | 

Many were left in houses since un- | 
| Waanted and I can tell you we had | 
great trouble to get them—troubles of 
| eppamation and of rent.” 

Sir James explained his difficulty | 
‘when it became necessary to store | 
the millions of quotations, to preserve | 
them and classify them. Several pro- | 
posals were put forward, “and taen,” | 
said Sir James, ‘‘my wife suggested | 
that we should erect a special iron | 
building, fire-proof, apart from the 
house. 

“This was done, and the walls were 
filled inside with pigeon-holes. We 
called it, first in jest, then in earnest, | 
‘The Scriptorium.’ 

Still more quotations were wanted, 
Sir James explained, and in the end 
they numbered five millions. He 
doubted, upparently, whether his 
audience of City people would realize 
what five million quotations meant. 
They might easily understand such a | 
colossal number in pounds, but did } 
they realize what it meants in quota- | 
tions? 

“If the strips of paper were put 
end to end,’ ‘he said, ‘‘they would 
reach from one end of Great Britain to 
the other—550 miles. If the'writing , 
was continued in one line it woud 
reach from here to the Great Wali of 
China. 

“Just work out how long it would 
take for a visitor to our ‘Scriptorium’ 
at Oxford to read the quotations, one | 
by one, as we handed them to him 
at the rate of a hundred a minute. 
You will find it works out-at just 
about thirty years! 

“Then the work of verifying is en- 
ormous. I write every week between 
twenty and thirty letters to various 
persons, asking for precise: informa- 
tion as to the meaning of a word I 
have written— 

“To the director of the Royal Bo- 
tanic Gardens at Kew about the fir_t 
record of the name of an exotic plant. 

““To a quayside merchant at New- 
castle about keels on the Tyne. 


“To a Jesuit father on a point of | 


Roman Catholic divinity. 


“To the India Office about a letter 
| of the year 1620, containing the: first 
mention of a particular word. 

“To Tennyson, asking where he got 
“the word ‘balm-cricket,’ and what he 
meant by it. ! 

“To a sporting newspaper concern- 
ing horse racing and pugilism, and 
the invention of the word ‘hooligan- | 
ism,’ in June 1898. ’ 

“To a cotton manufacturer for a 
definition of ‘jaconet.’ | 

“To Thomas Hardy to ask the mean- 
ing of the word ‘terminatory’ in one 
of his novels. 

“To the Mayor of Yarmouth on the 
word ‘bloater.’ 

**To a celebrated collector of popular 
songs for the authorship of the song, 
*‘Wé don’t want-to fight, but by Jingo 
if we do!’ which gave his name to 
the political jingo.’ 

Sir James showed lantern slides of 
letter from literary giants—Tennysoun, 
George Eliot, Austin Dobson, and the 
rest. His’ most delightful anecdote 
was of Robert Louis Stevenson. A 
facsimile of a letter from Stevenson, 
thrown on the scroon, contained the 
phrase :— 

“The horror of that charnel brean.” 
“We searched all known lan- 
guages,” said Sir James, “for the de- 
rivation of the word “brean”’ and we 
could not find it. At last Stevenson 
said that, as a matter of fact, he 
nad never seen the proof of the arti- 
cle in which the passage appeared, 
and the word seemed to have got in 
by mistake. He added that if I would 
write the word ‘dcean’ 
way which he indicated I would find 
that it closely resembled the suppos- 
ed word ‘brean’.” | 
At the close of the lecture Sir James 
Murray told representatives that he 
expected the work would be complet- 

ed im four or five years. 

“Seven volumes have already been 
published,” he said. ‘Two are in the 
hands of my co-editors, and | am now 
busy on the last.”
